Germany's latest peace proposal is indicated by developments in 
Washington early today. 


TTASHIXGTOX, Oct. 7.—Discussion of Germany's peace 


offer began in the Senato soon after today's session convened. 
Senator Poindcxter of Washington, Republican, declared the 
proposal for an armistice a "most insidious danger." 


Senator Poindexter said the Senate Foreign Eelations Com- 


mittee shonld seek consultation on any negotiation entered into 


l»y the government and that the country shonld 
l>e warned 


against the insidionsness of published suggestions 
that an 


armistice should be agreed to upon withdrawal of 
Germany 


from occupied territory. 


Senator McCumber of North Dakota announces that he had 


prepared a resolution designed to insure preservation of the 


functions of the Senate. 


The only future coarse, Senator Lodge emphatically de- 


clared, is to secure a complete military victory over Germany 


a:-.d force her to sue for peace. 


Senator McCumber of Sorth Dakota introduced a resolu- 


ijon which was referred to the Foreign Relations Committee pro- 
viding that before the Tnited States agree to any armistice Ger- 


many must disband her army, surrender her navy, arms and 
munitions and agree to pay for damages to cities and country 
devastated, restore Alsace Lorraine to France, together with 
the penalty exacted from Franco in 1870.

Text of Note to President 


Containing Germany's Piea 


For Cessation of Hostilities 


By Associated Press. 


AMSTERDAM, Sunday, Oct. 6.—The text of the note forwarded by 


the ImperiaJ German Chancellor, Prince .Maximilian, to President Wil- 
son, through the Swiss government, reads: 


The German government requests the President of the 


United States to take in hanci tho restoration of peace, ac- 
quaint all the belligerent states of this request and invite 
them to send plenipotentiaries for the purpose of opening 
negotiations. 


It accepts the program set forth by the President of the 


United Suites, In his message to Congress on January 8 
and in his later pronouncement, especially his speech of 
September 27, as a basis for peace negotiations. 


With a view to avoiding further bloodshed, the Ger- 


man government requests the immediate conclusion o£ an 
armis-tice on Jand and water anil in the air. 


It is announced that Turkey will take a similar step.
